The present war and the attention the
conflict has hrought to the art of camou-
Nuge have shown this apparent lack of
uniformity tn be a blessing In disguise.
It fs now found that a body of marines
garbed in varying shades of Khaki |s
far less enslly observed than a like hody
clothed In u uniform shade, The darker
and Hghter hues serve well to break up
the outlines of the unit, and the whole
hady  merges more naturally with
Inndscape.

Eatimating the number of men in a
unit thus clothed was found to be ex-
tremely difficult,  OfMlcers who formerly
profested against the Issuing of uni-
forma of different shades now request
that for fleld use the shades be as varied
as possible

Prevent Profileering

Regulations governing the handling
and sale of cheese to prevent profiteering
have been issued by Howard Helng, Fed-
eral food administrator for Pennsyl-
vania In computing cvost, shrinkage
must not be included in welght, but
transporiation charges, storuge charges
after thirty days, and insurance and in-
terest on money nvested aftey thirty
days may be countsd as part of cost.
